The importer’s selling price in 
| New York. including all costs, al) 
/profits and a 2-cent-a-pound duty, 
‘is $3.15 a packed box, while the

he has paid 2 cents a pound duty,

SMALL DUTY ASKED. 


Yet the Citrus League in its brief 
filed in January with the Ways and 
Means Committee asked only 2 cents 
duty on imported lemons. On the 
same page, No. 4, of its brief, it 
ighows without including interest on 

the investment in California groves 
that Italian lemons, after paving the 
| present tariff, are selling in New 
| Tork 33-10 cents per pound cheap- 
er than California lemons can be 
,@elivered there, and that Italian 
‘lemons can be delivered at Missis- 
sippi River points nearly 2.3 qents 
‘cheaper than California lemons can 
| be delivered there. 

The above figures demonstrate 
conclusively that we should have a 
duty on imported lemons of at least 
cents a pound. 
| California production of lemons 
last ‘year was more than the total 
|}eonsumption of fresh lemons in the 
United States, and if we keep all of 
‘the lemon trees now planted and 
|eare for them as in the past, pro- 
duction will increase three to five 
‘times as fast as consumption .of 
fresh lemons increases for the next 
seven years without planting anoth- 
er tree. 

Shall we supply the United States 
demand for citric acid with this itn- 
creasing surplus of lemons, or shall 
| we pull out our trees and let Itaty 
continue to supply that demand? 
WOULD SUPPLY NATION. 


Our California growers are am- 
bitious to grow enough lemons to 
supply the demand of the United 
States for fresh lemons and lemon 
| products, Le., citric acid and lemon 
oil, and with an sadequate protective 
tariff on both we will promise that 
within ten years our production will 
equa) the total consumption. 

Is there any reason why the duty 
on the manufactured products from 
a ton of lemons, i.e., citric acid and 
‘lemon oil, should not be as great or 
‘greater than the duty on a ton of 
the raw fruit? 

Failure to secure this duty means 
destroying 20,000 acres of lemon 
| groves, a loss of $50,000,000 and 
seven to ten years of the business 
life of the 3000 or 4000 owners who 
developed them. A large part of 
that $50,000,000 represents the sav- 
ings of a lifetime for the investors. 
It also means loss and distress for 
the owners of the remaining 30,000 
acres of lemon groves for years to

The kinematograph bereaves 
the drama of the spoken word; and 
it must be surprising to the literary 
theorists to learn how much is left 
—how vividly the essential elements 
of action, character, and setting may 


alone. Pantomime has been re¢og- 
nized for many centuries as a legiti- 
mate type of drama; but it is safe to 

y that the variety and extent of its 
as a@means of story- 
telling were never fully understood 
until-the invention of the kinemato- 
graph demanded of it an unpreced- 
ented exercise. 

In handling the element of action, 
the moving-picture play ig more suc- 
cessful than the novel, since its ap- 
peal is made directly to the eye in- 
stead of to the imagination, and it is 
searcely lesan successful than the 
drama. In handling the element of 
setting, it is overwhelmingly su- 
perior, not only ‘to the novel, but to 
the drama as well. In dealing with 
interiors, the moving-picture play 
remains on a par with the regular 
drama; but in dealing with scenes 

passes far beyond the 
reach of the roofed and stationary 
stage.

art which was cally better tlian 
itself. The real reason for the 


triumph of the moving-picture show 
is the purely critical reason that it 
offered a more artistic type of narra- 
tive than the old popular melodrama. 
In the cheap melodrama, all that war 
worth while was the vividness and 
the variety of the ineidents; the 
characters did not count, except us 
puppets in the plot; and the dia- 
logue, crude and frequently absurd 
was more a bother than a help. In 
abolishing dialogue the moving pic- 
ture play relieved the cheap drams 
of ite weakest element; it could sug- 
gest character with obvious 
falsifications than the actual popular 
drama, and it could easily excel

BUILT HORSE CARS. - 


‘Building “horse cars” for city 
traffic lines was among the early 
additions to the Baker enterprise, 
which in’ 1884 was incorporated. un- 
der its present title of the Baker 
Iron Works, and which has operated 
since that time with but little in- 
crease in its capital stock, although 
its production hes increased until 
it annually rung into’ many millions 
of dollars. Among the first horse 
cars were the famous ones that gave 
the horses a free return ride after 
every pull. These operated from 
Ontario to the foot of Mt.” Baldy. 
The mules pulled the cars up 
incline, freighte™d with the fashion 
and beauty of the day, and when 
the top was reached the mules took 
a back “seat” in an improvised trail- 
er and enjoyed a gravity ride back 
to the starting point. Car bullding 
developed into a large enterprise 
and from the Baker Iron Works 
came. most of the early traffic de- 
vices then known as “cars” that 
graced the streets of Los Angeles, 
Manta Barbara, Ventura, Pasadena, 
San Diego, Santa Ana, Monrovia, 
Riverside.

ELEVATORS. 

The building of freight and pas- 
senger elevators has become one of 
the important branches of the Baker 
Iron Works production, and it is of 
historical interest that the first pas- 
sengeér elevator in Los Angeles was 
installed by the Baker Iron Works 
in the Nadeau Hotel in 1883, and 
hat it was of hydrauli¢ type. The 

e b@ilders have becomie recog- 
nized in the building of steam, elec- 
tric and hydraulic elevators. 

With the discovery and develop- 
ment of oil and natural gas, the 
call for boilers became a demand 
and for pipe lines a scramble, and 
enlargements of the Baker Irons 
Works plant kept pace with the 
needs of these new situations, in 
line with which oil well machinery 
was developed by the Baker en- 
gineers and apparatus for refining 
and distilling oils, which California 
engineers originated has been’ man- 
ufactured by the Baker Iron Works 
in large quantities. 

It is of particular importance, in

After development work lasting 
for nearly a year and marked by the 
erection of a $100,000 mill, con- 
struction of several miles of moun- 
tain roads and manufacturing of spe- 
clally-designed machinery, produc- 
tion on a large scale of graphite f 
commercial use is to be start 
here next month, according to the 
announcement of officers of the Los 
Angeles Graphite Company. The 
last of the machinery has just been 
delivered to the mine, six miles 
northeast of San Fernando, i 
the way for the operation of 
lant, the announcement says. 
That Southern California con- 
tains among the richest deposits of 
graphite in the United States was 
disclosed coincidently with the an- 
nouncement. The graphite found 
near n Fernando averages over 
15 per cent graphite, while that in 
Alabama and in New York contains 
or from 2% to 6 per cent, experts 


The ‘mill at the Los Angeles 
Graphite Company's mite near San 
Fernando was designed and erected 
by Albert Maltman. Most of the ma- 
chinery used in the mil] was manu- 
factured in or near Los Angeles. 
The graphite was 
about twenty years but 
mained undeveloped until Mr. 
man and a group of Eastern capital- 
ists undertook the work of making 


it avallable. The deposit, atcording 
to Mr. Maitman, has been proved 
to run from fourteen to fifty feet ir 
width, about a mile in length and 
more than 600 feet in depth.

some of the city people become imbued 
with it. The city dwellers, as a rule, have 
not been affected as much, or at least as 
long, by the inevitable economic readjust- 
ment following the hectic conditions of war 
as have the farmers. The Southland’s grow- 
ers have been hit hard all around and their 
discouragement is easy to comprehend. It 
is not to be wondered at that they should be 
dubious about planning ahead. 


For them, as for everyone else, however, 


‘here is the big, tangible assurance that 
the section of the country in which they 
live is going ahead all the time, in seasdn 
and out, in war time and peace time, in 
good times, in fair times, in bad times, 
reaching ever forward to greater things. 
Southern California is the one part of the 
United States that never halts in its progress. 
It slows down sometimes in sympathetic 
reaction to general conditions throughout 
the nation, but it never stops and there 
is no such thing as backward motion.

The house must be draft- 
proof, yet well ventilated and dry. The 
birds should not be crowded if the 
birds are yarded; four square feet of floor 
space per bird should be allowed, but on

The breeders must be fed so as to keep 
them in such condition that they will pro- 
duce eggs. Any good laying ration is suit- 
able for this purpose. Beef scrap should 
not run above 10 to 15 per cent of the total 
ration. The birds should be kept in good 
flesh, but should not be allowed to become 
excessively fat. All whole or cracked grain 
should be fed in litter. This forces the 
fowls to exercise by scratching for it. A 
supply of green feed is at hand during the 
winter and early spring in California. —

The grape expert states that about — 
acres of vineyard have been or will be 

planted in California this season, including 
about 500 acres of wine grapes planted by 
men who expect to sell their product fresh 
and for the making of grape syrup, a whole- 
some household commodity that can be 
used in many satisfactory ways.

OME vegetable gardens will 

as important in stabilizing the food 

supply in 1921 as they have been at 
any time during the past few years, say 
garden specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. Urgent need 
for increased production of food during the 
war caused thousands of rural and urban 
residents to plant gardens, which resulted 
in establishing the gardening habit. This 
year, specialists say, home gardeners will 
play an inportant part fn thrift and economy. 
Thousands of acres of uncultivated land in 
and about many large cities will be utilized 
to furnish employment and _ recreation to 
home gardeners who know that by raising 
their own supply of vegetables they can 
materially reduce their living costs. 


One-tenth of -an acre of fairly good 
ground—a square about 65 feet each way— 
will supply the greater part of the vege 
tables needed by the average family, say 
garden specialists of the department. The 
cost of all seeds and fertilizers for a garden 
of this size should not exceed $15 to $18, 
and may not cost more than $5 or $10, 
‘they Say. 

Experience has shown that not more 
than 100 hours should be required for 
planting and caring for a 1-10, acre garden. 
This time is so distributed throughout 
the season that the work can be easily done 
by most persons working in factories, stores, 
or offices. It means an average of about 
5 or 6 hours a week for a period of 20 
weeks, or merely enough time for proper

A garden is like a farm, 
however, in that it~produces according to 
the attention given it. A well-cared-for gar- 
den will produce much higher yields than 
one which is neglected. . The average return 
in money value from a f10 acre plot of 
ground usually is about $85 for the season, 
it has been found. 

Plenty of fresh vegetables direct from the 
garden to the table is of vastly greater im- 
portance than the money value, the cutting 
out of middleman’s profits or transportation 
problems. The question of. saving.and cost, 
however, may prove a very important factor 
before the close of another year. Already 
there is much unemployment of labor and 
the local or home production of foods in 
the garden is the surest way of safeguard- 
tng the family food supply. It is said that} . 
the farmers of the country could cut them- 
selves off from the rest of the people and 
live comfortably for an indefinite period, 
because they can produce practically,every- 
thing that they seed. Gardens furnish an 
important part of the living of families on 
farms and the same principle will apply to 
people who live in cities, towns, and vil- 
‘lages who have access to a smal] tract of 
jand on which to grow a garden. - 

TAKE IT EASY AT FIRST. 


There is no more healthful exercise 
than that of working in the soil. The old 
doctor who advised the dyspeptic to go out, 
on the farm and follow the plowman had | 
the right idea. So’ simple an operation as | 
hoeing or raking the soil brings into play 
muscles of the body that seldom, do any 
work. The muscular exercise, coupled with 
the deep breathing of pure outdoor air. to- 
gether with the effect of the sunshine, all 
tend to promote health. 


There is nothing connected with the work 
a cultivating a garden that has a tendency 

to injure the health unless overexertion is 
indulged in. Persons who habitually work 
indoors should be rather careful when they 
first begin working in the direct sunshine. 
When the work is first started the muscles 
are stiff and weakened from inactivity and 
it is necessary to go slowly until they get 
into play. Very few cases of sunstroke or 
heat prostration among gardeners have been 
reported. A little precaution in the begin- 
ning will ward off possibility of heat in- 
jury. Garden work begins early in the 
springtime while the weather is pleasant, 
and by thé time the hot period comes on the 
gardener will have accustomed to 
outdoor conditions, so the heat will have 
little effect upon him.

Of course the poor 
injured party may-also have his own physi- 
cian, at his own expense, in addition to these 
others But many an injured employee is 
not able to procure the services of a ‘spe 
cialist’ to combat the ‘specialists’ that the 
commission, employers and insurance car- 
riers employ. The consequence is that the 
injured man is at the mercy of the commis- 
sion.” 

Commenting on this, A. F. Naftzger, a 
member of the State Industrial Accident 
Commission, writes: .

Mo school of licensed physicians 
is excluded, go far as this commission is 
concerned, and there is no discrimination as 
to the reports and examinations made by 
different schools of medicine and surgery. 
Two things are sought; first, to cure and re- 
lieve the injured man and restore him to his 
activities; and, second, to provide his com- 
pensation during the period of a loss of 
earnings- To do this intelligently this com- 
mission must have all the facts obtainable 
and its decision must rest upon proofs as the 
law provides.” 


In sending his communication Mr. Naftz- 
ger adds: 


“This commission is neither for nor . 


against the employer or the employee. It is 
our business to find out the facts and make 
an award according to law, always constru- 
ing the law, as it distinctly provides, liber- 
ally in favor of the injured party. In the 
year 1920 I heard the testimony myself in 
256 cases. When I am in San Francisco I 
join in the decisions, but when I am here 
my two associates in San Francisco must 
decide upon the proofs submitted, which 
proofs have passed under the eye of experi- 
enced attorneys, who see if the facts are 
properly developed.” 

It is well tlidt this should be known, as 
there is a widely prevailing tdea that indus- 
trial accident patients are restricted to the 
services of physicians of the allopathic 
school unless they pay their own medical 
expenses. 

And there is a constantly growing number 
of people who have been taught by bitter 
experience to dread the ministration of the 
drugging and carving school of medicine.

But there are certain types of furniture that: 
are comparatively inexpensive and that have
